But November lith , the day of 
world peace, could not, and should 
not obliterate the 6th of April from 
tho minds and hearts of Americans! 
This year the 6th of April comes 
on Benday. The noise and booming 
of last year’s celebrations doubtless 
will give way to more quiet celebret 
tug—and 
more 
thoughtful. 
Surely 
oar preachers will see in Liberty day 
a subject for sermon, talk or prayer 
•—prayer 
that 
liberty 
may 
never 
again be so threatened as it was by 
the imperial autocracy of Germany. 
Moat of the newspapers seem to 
have forgotten Liberty day, and the 
Register is grateful to the Stockton 
Record for its timely reminder, and 
Joins heartily in the Record’s sugges 
turn: 
“Let us hang out the family’s Stars 
and Stripes, that emblem of liberty 
and freedom which we displayed., so 
universally over this land during the 
war. and 
which 
our sons 
carried 
across No Man’s Land. Let us not for­ 
get that the 6th of April is Liberty 
day in our land, a day we shall re­ 
member as long as the love of liberty 
clings to the human heart.

We cannot be true to our prin­ 
ciples if we deny its* validity In the 
case of Ireland, or of Korea, for that 
matter, as well aa in the case of Po­ 
land or Czechoalavia or Armenia. But 
when we come to the practical appli­ 
cation of the principle, there are dif­ 
ficulties quite aside from the reluct­ 
ance of Groat Britain. 
If the Irish race were unanimous, 
it would be a simpler matter. With a 
League of Nations in prospect to 
[keep the island from being gobbled 
up by some hostile power, Britain 
might conceivably be persuaded to let 
Ireland go. But before Independence 
ie granted, every Briton would want 
to know exactly what Ireland propos­ 
ed to do with her Independence. And1 
as yet there is no satisfactory answer. 
The Poles, the Czechoslovaks, the 
Armenians and other long-subject na­ 
tionalities 
are 
pretty 
well agreed 
among themselves. The Irish are not. 
North 
Ireland 
and South Ireland, 
Protestant Ireland and Catholic 
Ire­ 
land, seem almost as far apart as 
ever. Must there be two Irelands? 
Before definitely backing the efforts 
of the Americans now going to Paris, 
the public would like to have more 
definite information on this subject.

GOD IN THE CONSTITUTION 


A criticism of the Teague of Na­ 
tions plan different from the usual 
sort is that of the general secretary 
of the International 
Sunday School 
Association, who 
deplores 
the fact 
the covenant makes no mention ot 
God. 
* 
“No nation ever stood that did not 
recognize God,” he says. 
He holds 
that such action would be especially 
fitting in this case, because “the spirit 
of recognition of the Supreme Being 
is bred in the American people.” 
There is no doubt as to the essen­ 
tial piety of the American people and 
their disposition to acknowledge pub- 
lkly their dependence on God. 
The 
most obvious evidence of this charac­ 
teristic American trait is the legend 
on our' coins, “In God We Trust.” 
Still fresh in memory is the storm 
raised in Roosevelt’s 
administration 
by the announced intention of drop­ 
ping 
this motto from 
certain new 
coin designs, and the haste 
with 
which the treasury department yield­ 
ed to the public demand for its con­ 
tinuation. 
We find warrant for this view, too, 
when we go back to American begin­ 
nings. The Declaration of Independ­ 
ence, in its opening lines, speaks of 
separate and equal station to wntch 
the American colonies are entitled by 
“the laws of Nature and of Nature's 
God.” 
There is a still more explicit 
recognition of the Deity in the closing 
paragraph where the signers of the 
Declaration are described as “appeal­ 
ing 
to the Supreme 
Judge of the 
World for the rectitude of our inten­ 
tions.” 
When we come, however, to the 
document 
most properly 
compared 
with the present one, the Constitution 
of the United States, it is a different 
story. Careful reading of that Consti­ 
tution fails to reveal any reference 
whatever to God. It may fairly be ar­ 
gued, therefore, that the objection of 
the critic in question is not upheld 
by precedent It may also be object­ 
ed 
that inasmuch 
as 
the 
United 
States is only one of fourteen nations 
entering into the act, and most of the 
other nations, while probably no less 
religious than we, are not given to 
religious utterances in state papers, it 
might not be in the best taste foe the 
United States to insist 
upqp 
this 
point. 
The fact is that it probably matters 
very little one way or the other. God 
may not be mentioned in the Consti­ 
tution 
of 
the League; 
but if that 
league 
is such 
an organization as 
most Americans hope and believe it 
will be, there can be no question that 
God is in it far more vitally and ef­ 
fectively 
than any 
mara 
form of 
words could indicate. 


IN D EPENDENT EDITORS 
Ours is an absolutely independent newspaper. It 
has favored the League of Nations as seeming to be 
expressive of the best thought in America and Eu­ 
rope as a cement to prevent future wars and estab­ 
lish a world-wide democracy. 
We are in favor of a League of Nations, but <k> not 
believe that the Constitution as at present drawn up 
safeguards the interests of our own country suf­ 
ficiently. 
I am very heartily for the League of Nations, fn 
principle, and I believe it will work out. 
I should not be willing for America to accept the 
present draft of the “League of Nations” without Its 
receiving very close scrutiny in the Senate, in order 
that we may avoid, as far as possible, what might be 
to our national disadvantage and that of the world 
peace which Mr. Wilson seeks to promote. 
We do not endorse the League of Nations in its 
present form. 
We are strongly in favor of The League of Na­ 
tions and entirely approve of your stand. This is not 
a partisan issue, and no party has a right to appro­ 
priate it as its own. 
We favor the League of Nations project. 
We 
feel that the sentiment of this community is also 
behind the league, although this is largely a Repub­ 
lican community. 
Your editorials on that subject coincide with our 


views exactly. It is not a partisan question, and the 
men and newspapers who endeavor to make it so are 
doing the nation and the world immeasurable harm. 
We have been favoring the League of Nations 
idea from the first. That it cannot and should not be 
a political question has been our attitude. 
Possibly 
some objections to the tentative draft of the consti­ 
tution are worth considering and should result in 
amendment. 
But, if it is humanly possible, some 
league or society of nations should be formed at 
once. 
This paper has been supporting the League idea, 
wholeheartedly, because it appears to be the one 
tiling to be obtained which will form a defense 
against future world wars. There is, however, a well- 
organized opposition which seeks to get credit out of 
the adoption of the idea by assuming that the terms 
| of the covenant are faulty. They desire to establish 
I themselves as the discoverers of those faults and the 
I resultant saviors of the country. It is now claimed 
that the issue will split both of the old parties. If so, 
God speed the League. 
I am in favor of strongly supporting the proposed 
League of Nations with clich modifications and 
amendments as will safeguard American interests. I 
strongly approve of the attitude of former President 
T aft and believe that the question should be settled 
with entire freedom from political bias or partisan

To the Forum Readers: At the meet. 
ing of the State Board of Education, 
April 25, 1918, the following resolu­ 
tions were passed: 
“Whereas, the Junior Red Cross is 
national in extent, and 
“Whereas, it is the purpose of those 
directing its activittoa to make it a 
permanent and not a temporary or­ 
ganization, and 
“Whereas, as a national organiza­ 
tion, it has financial support from the 
government, and 
“Whereas, its work la of an educa­ 
tional nature, bringing into play near­ 
ly every valuable activity of childrood 
and substituting te e high motive of 
patriotic service for these activities 
rather than rivalry or prises or per 
cents, stimulating to 
an 
American 
ideal of thrift, of sympathy and of ser­ 
vice, all of which mean training cil- 
dren in citizenship as well aa for citi­ 
zenship; thereforebeit 
“Resolved, that the State Board of 
Education heartily approves the work 
of the Junior Red Cross and recom­ 
mends that county -and city boards of 
education so soon at possible modify 
their courses of study in such a way 
that Junior Red Cross work is definite­ 
ly recognized aa a part of the regular 
school work.” 
Put In Course of 
This recommendation i 
ated in the H ite Achoo! C 
Study adopted by the Board or ran 
tlo» last August and Principal H, 
mood delegated me a* director of war 


work to carry on the work as de­ 
scribed in the resolutions of the State 
Board of Education. The work to be 
carried on in secondary and elemen 
tary schools was printed in manual 
form by the American Red Cross, un 
der the heading “Junior Red Cross 
Activities 
Teacher*’ 
Manual.” 
The 
manual for the year 1918-1919 was is 
sued October 15, 1918, A. R. C. No. 606 
On the opening page of this teachers’ 
manual, a proclamation by the Presi­ 
dent of the United States is given to 
the school children 
of 
the 
United 
States, which is as follows: 
“The President of the United States 
is also president of the American Red 
Cross. 
It is from these offices joined 
in one that I write you a word of 
greeting at this time when so many of 
you are beginning the school year. Our 
Junior Red Cross will bring to you op­ 
portunities of service to your com 
munity and to other communities all 
over the world and guide your service 
with high and religious ideals. It will 
teach you how to save in order that 
suffering children elsewhere may have 
a chance to live. 
It will teach you 
how to prepare some of the supplies 
which wounded soldiers and homeless 
families lack. 
And best of all, more perfectly than 
through any of your 
other 
school 
lessons, you will learn by doing thoae 
kind things under your teacher’s direc­ 
tion to be the future good citizens of 
this great country which we love.” 
Evidently President Wilson recog­ 
nized in the above statem ent that 
these Red Cross courses would' be do­ 
ing the real work of education. 
You 
can readily see that all schools follow 
just the course thht our high school 
has been following and is not a nar­ 
row, domineering view, but the broad­ 
est views of the greatest thinkers of 
the present time, to help improve the 
health and preserve the life of our 
young people. 
Permission la Glvsn 
After signing the 
armistice, 
the 
American Red Cross gape the Junior 
Red Cross permission to use some of 
its money—not the Board of Educa­ 
tion funds—for putting in a full equip­ 
ment for First Aid and' Home Nursing. I 
When we were notified by the A. R. C. [ 
to drop many of the activities, thei 
course in Home Nursing was offered, 
once a week to relieve the teacher of 
Physical Education, 
whose 
classes 
were over-crowded at certain periods. 
The outline for this course to given on 
pages 231-238 of the Teachers’ J. R. C. 
Manual No. 696. There has been no 
intention of making this Home Nurs­ 
ing Course a compulsory course in 
the Santa Ana High School 
T^ie Health Chorea, which seem to 
be such a bone of contention, were al­ 
so put into the schools with the sanc­ 
tion of the 8tate Bdard of Education.

A. R. C. to all Division Managers dated

ful for the schools, and I therefore 
take pleasure In endorsing the pro­ 
gram of national welfare. 
The Cru­ 
sade accomplishes this by introducing 
the play element into the study and 
practice of hygiene.” 
Hygiene is a 
part of the regular physical education 
department and these health cbores 
lead up to the regular work in hygiene. 
When I urged all to become interest. 
od in preventive work, it never oc­ 
curred to me that It would cause dis­ 
sension, but that it was carrying out 
the direction of the State Board, given 
to us as part of the Junior Red Cross 
program. 
Propaganda Not There 
If there has been any medical prop­ 
aganda in the schools, I have not seen 
it. In case of any accident of cot.se- 
| queues, the child’s parents are noti­ 
fied and their instructions are carried 
out; they choose their own doctor. 
The writer is opposed to any school of 
medicine or healing dominating the 
schools and during the last four years, 
at least, nothing has been done “for 
the exploitation of the theories of any 
private organization to be practiced 
upon the school children” and I heart- 
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ideas of democracy.” 
The ideas cf 
democracy are certainly to benefit the 
whole race and those opposed to vac­ 
cination will do well to compare the 
spread and results of smallpox before 
and ten years after the discovery cl 
vaccine.

The commission became pernicious­ 
ly active in behalf of the gun clubs 
against the Orange county measure 
that was drawn up and presented at 
the legislature with a view to stopping 
the waste of water by property own­ 
ers, including gun clubs, in the low­ 
lands of this county. 
Reports received here are to the 
effect that Then Eden was making 
a fight to get the bill acted upon far 
vorably by the conservation commit­ 
tee, representatives of the Pish and 
Game Commission threw their weight 
against the measure. They put their 
Influence in favor of the gun clubs 
against the water users of the valley- 
Eden began to make inquiries as to 
the reasons for the activities of the 
Fish 
and Game 
Commission. 
He 
found that the Southern California 
representative, Council of Los Ange­ 
les, is a gun club member and has 
been for year*. Evidently Eden found 
out a let of other things, for he Intro­ 
duced an eye-opener of a resolution a 
few days ago, instructing the effic­ 
iency and economy committee of the 
aeeembly to make an immediate in­ 
veetigation into the methods and ex­ 
penditures of the commission. 
Immediately some of the friends of 
the commission in the assembly tried 
to kill the investigation by laying it 
upon the table, but that move was 
lost by a vote of 41 to 17~ 
Eden’s resolution mak« real read­ 
ing for thoae who are ar all interest­ 
ed in fish and game affairs in the 
state, and it is here given In full: 
The Resolution 
Whereat. The Fish and Game Com­ 
mission of this state, and its several 
members, officers and assistants, are, 
by virtue of the very large power and 
authority given to them by law, in a 
position to exert great influence for 
or against legislation pending before 
this Assembly; and 
Whereas, It is said that certain of 
said officers and members have in 
fact sought to influence pending legis­ 
lation; and 
Whereas, Bald Fish and Game Com­ 
mistion and certain of Its members, 
assistants and employes have been 
derelict in the performance of the 
duties Imposed upon them by law; 
now, therefore, be it 
Resolved, That 
the Committee on 
Efficiency and Economy of this As­ 
sembly be and it is herebv. directed 
to make an immediate and thorough 
Inveetigation of the following specific 
matters: 
I. To ascertain what, lf any, fishing 
clubs, gun Clute and private game 
preserves, any of the said commis- 
stoners, or the officers, assistants or 
employes of said Hah and Game Coni- 
mission, 
are 
affiliated 
with; 
and 
whether or not any of said officers, 
assistants or employes have been, by 
^reason of such affiliation, perniciously 
active in supporting or opposing any 
legislation now pending before this 
Assembly; and whether or not they 
A ve shown any favoritism, in any 
manner, towards any gun or fishing 
club members; and whether or not 
they have, by reason of their said 
membership, sought to set up and per­ 
petuate ta this state, against the in­ 
terests and wishes of the common 
people, the European system of a 
monopoly in tho control and use of 
wild fish and game, which is peculiar­ 
ly tho property of all the people. 
„ 2. Why it Is that within the past 
nine years said commission has, with­ 
out any satisfactory explanation, dis­ 
missed three certain executive officers 
of said commission, each of whom 
was reputed to be a faithful and ef­ 
ficient servant. 
3. How much of the time of the 
present attorney of said commission 
is devoted to tho duties of his state 
office, and how much of it is devoted 
to his own private law practice; the 
latter of which is said to be very large 
and lucrative. 
4. Why said commission collected 
from the people of the state, during 
tho four years ending June 30, 1918, 
the enormous sum of $$17,409.25, of 
which the sum off 3708J10.75 was ex­ 
pended; whetter or not said sum so 
spent was not uawlaobrvAnd extrava­ 
gantly used. Als* recommend 
some

num. Also to ascertain if it is not ad­ 
visable that the expenditure of sucn 
a large fund should be made by the 
governing body of the state, upon ap­ 
propriations, instead of by said com­ 
mission, as is now done, without any 
control of the legislature whatever. 
They Do Less 
5. Why it is that for the two years 
ending June SO, 1918, the police work 
of the commission fell off about 15 
per cent over the preceding two years 
(see last report to governor, page 
88); 
notwithstanding 
said commis­ 
sion is charged with the enforcement 
of laws for the preservation of fish 
and game, and notwithstanding more 
people hunted and fished during said 
period ending June 30, 1918, than be­ 
fore; and notwithstanding reports of 
frequent and flagrant violations of the 
fish and game laws were reported in 
the press and otherwise throughout 
the stater 
6. Why said commission expended 
the enormous sum of $68,272.21 to es­ 
tablish and a large sum since for ad­ 
ditions to a trout hatchery in Inyo 
county, for the purpose, as avowed by 
the said commission, of stocking the 
streams of Southern California and 
the western slope of the southern Si­ 
erra Nevadaa, when it was obvious to 
any person that said location could 
not be a success for the following 
reasons: 
(a) That there were no waters near­ 
by needing to be stocked. 
(b) That it was impossible to ob­ 
tain a sufficient supply of trout eggs 
tn that vicinity for hatching purposes- 
(c) The great distance the hatchery 
product must be transported at heavy 
expense.

zens, not only of our own state, but 
also by the people of our sister state, 
Nevada, whose principal city obtains 
its domestic water supply from said 
river; and notwithstanding said com­ 
mission is required by law, and cloth­ 
ed with all lawful authority, to pre­ 
vent the pollution and wilfully failed 
and refused to do its plain duty, there­ 
by constituting a clear and flagrant 
malfeasance in office, and one 
that 
should be severely dealt with by the 
proper authorities. 
10. Why it is that the ocean waters 
of San Luis Obispo county and

waters of San Pablo and San Fran­
